HE FLOODS IN SPAIN, | * 

London, September 19. —~ Later ‘news 
from Spain shows that the floods continue. 
The Rivers Tagua and Quaduliiver, the 
two main streatns in the kingdom, have 
overflowed thoir banks, and an inimenss 
tract of land ig submerged. ‘St ia estimated 
that 100,000 persons have been rendorod 
homeless by tho deluge. The people in 
the flooded provinces ate famishing, aud 
prent distress oxists.  Sorioua rioting 
has occurred in several of tho ijnun- 
dated districta, Thu Queen Regent, Maria 
Chriatina, ‘has tBrdwo the royal palaco at 
Artanjouz, in Now Onstille, open to the 
sufferers through the flood. Tho River 
Ebro is also in # slate of flood, and large 
‘numbers of settlers have been driven frora 
their homes. The people aro starving, and 
are becoming despernte, Rioting and 
pillago are rampant in the affected diatricta, 
and anarchy is fared, Tho railway lines 
are woshed sway in tho inundated provia- 
cea and the railway seevico is completely 
paralysed. Abundance of moncy and pro- 
viaiong aro avuilablo at Madrid, but owing 
to the intorraption of the railway servico 
relief cannot be forwarded to the sufferers 
by the fled, A shooking loss of life is 
reported frm Ubeda, a city in Andalusia, 
aitnated on the banka of the River Guadal- 
quiver, Tho floods in the district did an 
amazing amount of damage, the loge being 
eatimated at 20,000,000 pevetas (£800,000). 
‘In Consucgra, a town in the province of 
Toledo, 53 atreeta have becn completely 
aweptaway, ‘The British residents in Spain 
have subscribed the sum of 300,010 francs 
(£ 2,000) towards the national fund which 
is being raised for the relief of the homo- 
less. The fund up to tho presont time has 
rerched £100,0 0.
